All of the dead are thought to have 
been in these cars.

Until the diver reaches the submerg­ 
ed cars none of the bodies of the 
dead can be recovered nor the names 
of the victims secured. Some of the 
injured were transferred on a spec­ 
ial train to Subburg, where they are 
being cared for.

•varying w,age scales In different parts 
of Ihe country and the dlffei ences 
In the nature and extent of the lo- 
cal clirficul ies confronting the enum- 
erators in the larger geographical di- 
visions o'f the United States have in- 
fluenced and guided United States 
Census (Director Durand in the adop- 
ilon of a classification of enumera- 
tors' rates of compensation, 
with- 


in :fre limits prescribed by the Unit- 
ed States Census law enacted toy con- 
gress. 


The different classes of rates will 


be so applied that in general the 
average enumerator will earn sub- 
stantially the same actual amount in 
one district 
as 
in 
another, 
even 


though the .population may be much 
sparser in one than in the other, 
with other conditions also different. 
Regard Is paid to the fact that pre- 
vailing wages and salaries are high- 
er in some parts of the country than 
In others, buL, aside from this, the 
director's aim is to adjust the rates 
so as to make the earnings of enu- 
merators 
substantially 
uniform. 


Where the per capita rates would 
not give sufficient pay, the per diem 


general will 'be so adjusted as to give 
a slightly higher average amount to. 
the enumerators tha.n they received 
in 1900. 


Per diem rates of pay will 'be paid 


to tne census enumerators 
In the 


sparsely settled "rural 
distrlc s of 


Arizona, Calfornia, Colorado, Idaho, 


I Montana, Texas, Utah, Washington 
and Wyoming. 


The rate will range from <$o to $6 


per day for the enumeration of the 
rural areas 
outside of cities 
and 


towns Six dollars is the highest rate 
au thorized by larv.

Washington, O, C, Jan. 22.—Tha 


•varying w,age scales in different parts 
of the country and the dlffeiences 
In the nature and extent of the lo- 
cal difficul ies confronting the enum- 
erators in the larger geographical di- 
visions of the United States have in- 
fluenced and guided United States 
Census (Director Durand in the adop- 
tion of a classification of enumera- 
tors' rates of compensation, with- 
in :ae limits presoiibed by the Unit- 
ed States Census law enacted 'by con- 
gress. 


The different classes of rates will 


be so applied that in general the 
average enumerator will earn sub- 
stantially the same actual amount in 
one district 
as 
in 
another, even 


though the .population may be much 
sparser in one than in the other, 
with other conditions also different. 
Regard Is paid to the fact that pre- 
Tailing wages and salaries are high- 
er in some parts of the country than 
In others, bu1, aside from this, the 
director's aim is to adjust the rates 
so as to make the earnings of enu- 
merators 
substantially 
uniform. 


'Where the per capita rates would 
not give sufficient pay, the per diem 


ra-ea arep reseribed. The rates, 'In 
general will 'be so adjusted as to give' 
a slightly higher average amount ta 
the enumerators tha.n they received 
in 1900. 


iPer diem rates of pay will 'be paid 


to tne census enumerators in the 
sparsely settled "rural 
distric s of 


Arizona, Calfornia, Colorado, Idaho, 


I Montana, Texas, Utah, Washington 
and Wyoming. 


The rate will range from <$o to $6 


per day for the enumeration of the 
rural areas 
outside of cities and 


towns Six dollars is the highest rate 
authorized by law. 


The director realizes that in many 


districts of the far West it -will be 
Impossible to secure competent men 
ta act as enumerators at a rate of 
compensation 
less than that being 


paid for ordinary classes of work 
in the same area 
Were enumera' 


ro-is in such districts paid only on 
the per capita basis, their compen- 
sation would 'be unreasonably low. 


The enumerators in the thinly in- 


habited country sections of North Da- 
kota, Sou h -"Dakota, Nebraska and 
Kansas also will be compensated on 
a per diem 'basis Certain difficult or 
sparsely settled

tricts in other states will be includ- 
ed among those to which the pet- 
diem rates will apply, as the condi- 
tions of the enumeration will be such 
that an enumerator could not make 
fair earnings at any of the per cap- 
ita rates established.
